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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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The Resurrection of Jesus 


"In the end of the Sabbath, as it be- 
gan to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre,” Matt. 
sett. 

The resurrection of Jesus brought a 
great change in the day of worship. His 
early followers were all Jews and for 
quite a while after the resurrection the 
teachers and promoters of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ were of His own race. It 
seems that God in His own wise provi- 
dence caused them to begin worshiping 
on the first day of the week instead of 
the last day. Christians have spoken of 
this day as the Lord’s day but I am sure 
this is unscriptural. It is a day of rest but 
the Lord’s day, in its proper sense, in- 
cludes many changes that will take place 
in His own good time, and will give us 
the return of the Sabbath through the 
millennium for a thousand years. There 
is quite a deep meaning in the term “the 
Lord’s day.” 

WHY SEEK YE THE LIVING 
AMONG THE DEAD? 

“And as they were afraid, and bowed 
down their faces to the earth, they said 
unto them, Why seek ye the living 
among the dead? He is not here, but is 
risen,” Luke 24:5, 6. 

We want to mention some proofs of 
the resurrection of Jesus. First, that His

death did take place. “Pilate marvelled if 
he were already dead,” Mark 15:44. Here 
we have a true statement of Pilate’s be- 
ing informed of the death of Jesus. How 
careful Pilate was to satisfy himself of 
the fact that Jesus was dead. This fact 
was witnessed by those who buried Him, 
the Christians and Jews who were in- 
terested—that He was dead. 

Second, that Jesus was buried. They 
had wrapped His body in linen clothes 
and placed Him in Joseph’s new tomb. 
Joseph of Arimathaea, in company with 
Nicodemus, had charge of this prepara- 
tion. The Jewish Sanhedrin asked Pilate 
to seal the tomb with the Roman seal 
and place guards around it. This was 
all done to prevent our Christ from 
coming forth. Both Jew and Gentile were 
witnesses of these things. 

The next fact we want to establish 
is that the tomb was empty. As the wom- 
en approached they said, “Who shall roll 
us away the stone?” They knew Jesus 
was dead and the tomb was sealed but 
led by the Spirit of God they were bent 
on their mission of anointing His body. 
Mary Magdalene, Mary the mother of 
James, and Salome were the first ones to 
visit the tomb. They had no thought of 
finding the tomb empty. The disciples 
were scattered into different places 
around Jerusalem and were almost afraid 


to make their appearance because of 
violence. It seems that they knew noth- 
ing of the stone being rolled away until 
Jesus told the women to “go tell my 
disciples and Peter.” Then Peter and 
John ran to the sepulchre. They were 
so elated over the empty tomb and the 
thought that Jesus had arisen until they 
were greatly excited. This proves that 
they were not expecting His resurrection 
although He had told them of it many 
times. Then we are told that the watch- 
men came and reported to the chief 
priests and they formed or plotted the 
story that has remained among the Jews 
until this present time—that the disci- 
ples came by night and stole His body 
away. The evidence in the case shows 
that this could not be true. Two of them 
left early that morning to go to Emmaus 
and after the stranger walked with them 
until evening and they conversed con- 
cerning the happenings of the past few 
days, He was invited in to spend the 
night with them and He blessed the 
bread and was revealed to them as the 
Christ. They hurried back to Jerusalem 
to tell the news and when they arrived 
they found the disciples and the good 
women in a joyous mood and they told 
of how Christ arose from the dead and 
related their experience of the day. So

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Rejoice and Be Exceeding Glad

Matt. 5:12, “Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in heaven: 
for so persecuted they the prophets which 
were before you.” 

Our text is the words of Jesus. He said, 
“for great is your reward in heaven.” 
Jesus can’t misrepresent anything like 
humanity does most of the time. The 
things He tells us are to be relied upon. 
Christians of today are too easy to for- 
sake God. You may say you never have 
forsaken Him, but, when you turn Him 
down to start business with the devil you 
have forsaken Christ. Because you have 
trials and temptations is no reason why 
you should fall away from Jesus, for so 
persecuted they the prophets before us.

and could not shake it: for it was 
founded upon a rock. But he that hear- 
eth, and doeth not, is like a man that 
without a foundation built an house 
upon the earth; against which the stream 
beat vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and-the ruin of that house was 
great.” Precious ones, it’s dangerous to 
know God’s will and not do it. If you 
know to do good and do it not to you 
it is sin. Let us obey God and all go to 
rest. Rev. 21 speaks of the new heaven 
and the new earth in this new city Jeru- 
salem coming down. Jesus and His Fa- 
ther will be in it. God will wipe away 
all tears. Nevermore will there be any 
trouble. All sorrow will be over. Verse 16 
says, “The city lieth foursquare, and the 
length is as large as the breadth: and he 
measured the city with the reed, twelve 
thousand furlongs.

We have to change homes some- 
time for better or worse, so make heaven 
your choice. 


Now saints, we have much to do to get 
there ourselves, as well as the sinner. 
Paul said, Brethren, be perfect; be of one 
mind. Jesus also said be perfect. We 
can’t be saved with a half-way religion. 
If the words, “Believe and be baptized 
and ye shall be saved” means what they 
say so do the words, “Be perfect.” After 
all the pleasure we have enjoyed, the fu- 
ture things are to be more wonderful 
with Jesus. Why let a trial or a little 
temptation cause us to be separated from 
our Savior.

Preparing the Minds and 

Hearts of Men 

“Of which salvation the prophets have 
inquired and searched diligently, who 
prophesied the grace that should come 
unto you: Searching what, or what man- 
ner of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when it testified 
beforehand the sufferings of Christ, and 
the glory that should follow. Unto them 
it was revealed, that not unto themselves, 
but unto us they did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the gospel unto 
you with the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven; which things the angels de- 
sire to look into,’ 1 Peter 1:10-12. 

The Lord always prepares the hearts 
and minds of men for what He intends 
to do and for the further light which He 
will give them, for the Lord sees the end 
from the beginning and He knows what 
His purpose is for the redemption of men 
and how He intends to accomplish it. Yet 
those to whom His wondrous plans are 
revealed often fail to comprehend the 
full meaning and understand what the 
Lord is trying to reveal to them. Such 
a prophet as Daniel was constrained to 
say, “I heard but understood not.” Paul, 
in his blind condition, had to be sent to 
Ananias for instructions in the way. 
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Holy men of old, to whom the Word 
was revealed, came and inquired and 
searched diligently, searching what man- 
ner of time the Spirit of Christ did sig- 
nify, unto whom it was revealed that 
not unto themselves but unto us they 
did minister the things which are now 
reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven. This 
same Holy Ghost is working mightily 
among the people even today, revealing 
unto them the great truths of God and 
showing what manner of persons the 
Spirit would have us be. 

It has often been pointed out that the 
Christian religion is based primarily upon 
great facts, things that actually took 
place, and not merely on abstract ideas 
or discussions on which the philosophies 
of the world are founded. As Peter ex- 
plained to the Jews shortly after the as- 
cension, Christ, “being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God, ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain: whom 
God hath raised up,” Acts 2:23, 24.

The responsibility which the apostles 
and prophets felt, that was upon them, 
was great. They described the events of 
the crucifixion with great importance 
and their trustworthy account has had 
its effect on the world. They also told 
of His resurrection and life and they 
said that they saw it and bore record and 
their record certainly has proven to be 
true. We can truthfully say today that 
we have not followed cunningly devised 
fables but we have been persuaded by the 
records of those who were eyewitnesses 
of His resurrection and power. Peter, long 
after the transfiguration, emphasized the 
great truth by saying, we “were eyewit- 
nesses of his majesty. And _ this voice 
which came from heaven we heard, when 
we were with him in the holy mount,” 
2 Peter 1:16, 18. And above all, the ac- 
curacy and records of the teachings of 
‘Christ were guaranteed by His own 
promise. “The Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” We thus see the con- 
sistency of the Scriptures in its broad 
meaning, in establishing the foundation 
of facts concerning the great faith in 
Jesus Christ.

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HOLINESS 

Its Relation to the Present 

Some teachers would have us _ believe 
that the doctrine of holiness and holy 
living are out of date and should be rel- 
egated to the past. Such teaching grates 
on their refined ears and really savors of 
fanaticism, etc. To all such we would 
call attention to the fact that God is 
holy and He deals with none but on the 
plane’ of holiness. 


“Holiness becometh thine house, O 
Lord forever.” God’s Word is holy. It 
was inspired by God and written by 
holy men. Its theme is holiness. The peo- 
ple gathered to its standards are called 
a holy people. Their future abode is to 
be in a holy place forever. 


1. In these days of unbelief and falling 
away we need a definite standard to 
which the people may come, and that 
standard is holiness. God’s people are 
called unto holiness. 1 Pet. 1:15. It is 
not enough to say and know that we 
have had a definite experience of the 
new birth and have been definitely bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost; there must 
be a positive standard of pure, clean, 
oly thinking, speaking, acting and being 
to which we come in our everyday life. 
Such is the character of all, in all time, 
who enjoy God’s full favor. 


2. At a time when so much that is 
false passes for true religion as today, 
the pure standard of unadulterated truth 
is to be appreciated. If false teachers and 
false doctrines come in for so great a 
denunciation as Jesus gave, then certain- 
ly it is dangerous to entertain any com- 
promise with the world, its spirit or its 
god. 


3. Spurious holiness puts a discount on 
everything with which it is associated. It 
discounts the effects of the new birth; 
it puts a shadow on the experience re- 
ceived in the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and weakens all the activities of the life 
of faith. And it appears as the sun shin- 
ing through a smoky or foggy sky, when 
it should shine as the noon-day sun in 
all her strength and glory. 

4. There is a particular warning of a 
terrible falling away in the last days and 
if holy living is the vital thing, then it 
is at this very point we need to be 
strongly fortified. Notice it is not to the 
people already backslidden and off the 
track that the warning is given, but it is 
to the people who are going on with God, 


those whom God is using to carry the 
message of salvation to the ends of the 
earth. They are to watch and pray and 
be true through this period of awful 
backsliding and false religions. 


IN OUR REVIVAL AND SOUL- 
SAVING WORK 

It is here that we need, not only the 
letter, but the spirit and power of 
scriptural holiness. Men and women fully 
saved from the spirit and sin of the pres- 
ent evil world are God’s instruments for 
reaching others who are still lost. 


IN OUR CHURCH WORK 

In all of the details of the working 
order of the Church the possession and 
practice of the spirit of holiness is most 
essential. In the Y. P. E., in the Sunday 
School work, and in every kind of meet- 
ing of whatever nature or for whatever 
purpose, any other spirit only works dis- 
aster. 

May we all, dear readers, be a part of 
that Church which Jesus loved and for 
which He gave His life, “that he might 
present it to himself a glorious church, 
not having. spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing; but that it should be holy and 
without blemish,” Eph. 5:27.

CHINA 

“Sad, sad, sad China, Jesus died to set 
you free, the Church of God brings 
Christ to thee,” is the way Brother Pitt 
leaded his latest letter, which we are 
giving in part for the benefit of our 
many readers. “Dear Brother Ingram: 
Greetings in His holy name. Our hearts 
go out to you dear coworkers. We thank 
God for your prayers, as we see the 
planes again today and can hear the roar 
of the guns. The Japanese came within 
hour’s walking distance of us, and the 
city where we get our mail was taken, 
yet we have peace and our work goes on. 
Yea, its demands are more and more, and 
we thank God that we are able to do it.” 
The brother goes on to say that thirteen 
more souls turned to Christ in special 
meetings recently held and told how a 
demon spirit was cast out of a prominent 
character, so used of the devil. He also 
tells of how they were miraculously de- 
livered from a band of robbers, sixty in 
number, and of how God gave them 
favor with the Chinese soldiers. The let- 
ter is closed by saying, “We thank you 
for all the kindness you have shown to 
us in China. As I told you before, it is 
all in answer to prayer. We hope to open 
another place in the city of Wangsun, 
where we have some believers, please 
make it a prayer. I would like to write 
more, but my room is so full of people, 
all talking, asking this or that. I told 
them that I was writing to you, and they 
said te!l him to come and stay with us, 
and send us one more musher (preacher). 
One dear old soul said, ‘Ask him how big 
he is, so I can make him a coth.’ (Brother 
Pitt wears Chinese garments, like the 
natives, and otherwise makes himself one 
of them, which no doubt accounts his 
success.) Well, it is getting so that I have 
to say, God be with you, and please ask 
prayer, China needs Christ, let’s tell them 
so. With many hearty greetings from the 
Chinese brethren, and again thanking you 
for every token of your love and much 
joy in the day to come, let us strive to 
work hard for the Master, for the time 
is very short. Your brother in the Lord,

I also have another letter from Brother 
Lam Jeevaratnum, who has charge of the 
India Divine Healing Home and Mission 


at Gudivada, Kistna Dist., $. India. This 
brother was formerly a stage artist of 
world renown. On one occasion, while 
being granted an audience by the late 
King George of England and Queen 
Mary, he drew a likeness of his Majesty, 
which brought expressions of surprise 
from the Royal couple. This mission in 
India is incorporated under the Assem- 
blies of God in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, yet they have shown much inter- 
est in the Church of God. Am copying 
a part ot his letter which is as follows: 
“Beloved Brother in Christ: Many, many 
thanks for your kind letter of Feb. 8th 
from Port-Au-Prince, Haiti. Your letter 
gave me great joy, and I read it over and 
over with great interest. 

“My beloved brother, I am really sorry 
that I did not get a chance to see you, 
and talk to you regarding my own land 
of India. Your beloved missionaries, 
Brother Robert Cook, and Brother Con- 
ney, are doing a wonderful work in 
South India. I received nice letters from 
them and am praying for them too. Late- 
ly Mr. Conney went to my station, 
Gudivada, and conducted some nice 
meetings among my people. I had a nice 
letter from my wife regarding his visit. 
Beloved brother, India needs fiery mis- 
sionaries. India does not want Christless 
missionaries, modernists, higher critics, 
etc. We want missionaries with the fire 
to preach the simple gospel like in the 
days of the apostles. Oh, how wonderful! 
If I could see you, and talk over these 
things face to face! My last meetings 
will be in Montreal, Quebec, from Feb. 
27 to March 6. I am sailing on April 6, 
by the S. S. “Queen Mary,” arriving in 
Southhampton Aprii 11. I will be going 
to Manchester to speak at the Easter con- 
vention, Then I will visit many places in 
Great Britain. Please pray over this mat- 
ter, dear brother, and write to me often. 
With much Christian love and greetings, 
I am your loving brother in Christ, L. 
Jeevaratnum.” 


EGYPT 


\Ave have wanted for sometime to 
open a work in the Kingdom of Egypt, 
where God is working so mightily in 
these days, when He is gathering out a 
people for His name from among the 
Gentiles. However, there were several 
things that combined to hinder us. One 
thing, it is very hard to get into Egypt 
as a missionary unless you have some 
work established there, or someone else is 
willing to vouch for you. Now it looks 
like the doors have swung wide, and if 
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so we had better get in and get going in 
the work. I feel like saying something 
right here, but for fear some may mis- 
construe the meaning, it will do no harm 
to leave it unsaid. Suffice to say, we 
have done very little for missions, con- 
sidering our numerical strength and the 
way we have been favored financially. 
We have known little or nothing of the 
depression, on the whole, for our finances 
have increased by leaps and bounds, mis- 
sions practically doubling for two suc- 
cessive years, just past. Thank God, our 
people have a mind to work, and we have 
been abie to take care of all our obliga- 
tions and hold a little in reserve for 
emergencies. But let us not look at the 
balance, we must pay our way as we go. 
If I had anything to do with the foreign 
missions treasury, I certainly would hate 
to see the balance fall below the $10.- 
000.00 mark, considering the disturbed 
conditions existing in the world. For 
example, war or some other uprising or 
unforeseen calamity may befall the work 
abroad involving us in great expenses, 
account of caring for our missionaries 
and workers. I am copying in part a let- 
ter just received from a missionary-over- 
seer in Egypt who is deeply interested in 
our work, This brother went to call on 


me in California but I was away on the . 


field. I am withholding his name, and 
the name of the church in Canada for 
the present, as it may not be wise to 
make this matter a public issue until we 
see further. I plan a meeting with him 
on my return to the States and hope 
to have him at the coming General As- 
sembly, so he can meet our Board. ‘Dear 
Brother Ingram: Grace and peace to you 
in the name of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ. I suppose I am a stranger in 
the flesh to you, but we heard so much 
about you and your trip around the 
world, and especially your visit to Egypt 
and Palestine, through Brother Doney of 
Cairo, Egypt, that it seems we almost 
know you. 

“Personally, I am home on furlough, 
my second one in sixteen years, from the 
mission field, having gone out in the 
spring of 1922, when I was just twenty- 
one years of age. I am well acquainted 
with the Pentecostal work in Egypt and 
have had many invitations to join them, 
but we have not felt led to do so. More- 
over, a much stronger reason is that we 
believe in the old Methodist doctrine of 
entire sanctification through the precious 
blood of Jesus as a second definite work 
of grace. We have heard of your active, 
progressive work and launching out into 
new fields, and would like to know more 
about your work, and if possible get in 
touch with some of your meetings. 

“The Lord has used us in Egypt to 
raise up a work and conference there of

If we could raise 
enough money to pay for the printing 
and expenses of the course, our brother 
who is in bonds could have this Bible 
training. If you feel that God would 
have you give a small amount for this 
cause, send it to Bible Training School.

25:36, “I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me.” The righteous then asked the 
question, “When saw we thee sick, or in 
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prison, and came unto thee?” vy. 39. He 
answered, “Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me.” v.

From a boy I always wanted some- 
thing but did not know what it was. I 
was brought up in a home cf the middle 
class of people not having much of any- 
thing. I had a wonderful mother but like 
many country folks she could not read 
and could not tell her children much 
about the Lord or Bible. My father, I 
must say, was anything but a man. He 
drank all his money up in liquor not 
bringing any home. My mother washed 
for other people to bring her children 
up. As I grew older I became as my fa- 
ther. I was finally sent to Missouri State 
Penitentiary. 

After all the whiskey had died out of 
me and I began to look on all sides for 
my friends, I soon found that I had none. 
I never thought of going to chapel on 
Sunday but I did get a Bib'e and begin 
to read it. I have been doing this for 
many years. Something told me to get 
down on my knees and pray. To a lost 
sinner that was very hard, especially be- 
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fore my cellmates. One night when they 
were asleep I did get on my knees and 
pray and I kept this up for some time. 
While praying one night something said 
to me, “Thou fool, there is no God.” I 
looked to see if some one was talking to 
me but I saw no one. That made me feel 
funny and I just stayed that way for 
some time not saying any thing. Then 
I looked up to heaven and said, “If there 
be a God why don’t you do something 
or tell me that I might believe in you?” 
I saw something as though it might have 
been a small star. I kept watching it 
and it kept getting bigger and coming 
closer, until I thought I could reach 
out and touch it. I moved to let it pass 
and it vanished from sight. I know then 
that I would believe in the Lord for 
that was my warning. 


I was baptized last June 6. I am not 
ashamed to confess before men the Lord 
Jesus Christ and I do all I can in this 
prison to help other men. I have not as 
yet received the Holy Ghost. I am sure 
the Lord wants me to build myself 
higher so that I can explain to others. I 
have been here nineteen years and I am 
not trying to use the Lord to get my 
freedom because I can be used in this 
prison as well as outside. If in any way 
you want to help me I will appreciate it 
very much. Philippians 4:13, “I can do 
all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” I hope to hear from 
you again. I will cl»se with God’s bless- 
ings for all of your house in Jesus’ name.

we have the witness of Roman guards, 
the high priests, and the disciples, that 
the tomb was empty and the seal was 
broken. 
WHO BROKE THE SEAL? 

How came the tomb to be empty? 
What became of the body of Jesus? How 
did it get out of the sepulchre? We can 
conceive of but two solutions. One is 
that the body was taken out by human 
hands and the other is that Jesus arose 
from the dead and came out just as we 
are told in the simple Bible narrative. 
Let us now carefully investigate the evi- 
dence that we may determine which of 
these is the true solution. 

Let us suppose that it was His disci- 
ples. The fact that is that they were 
scattered into different places around 
Jerusalem and were afraid. The women 
went to anoint the body. They knew the 
tomb was sealed and they asked the 
question, “Who shall roll us away the 
stone?” When they made their report 
Peter and John were so excited until 
they ran as fast as they could until they 
reached the tomb. We are sure that the 
story that the disciples stole His body 
away is the most unreasonable of any 
theory that could have been suggested. 

Let us see if the body could have been 
with His disciples. The Roman guards 
were there and the stone was so heavy 
until just a few could not have moved 
it, also, the breaking of the Roman seal 
was a great crime in their sight. Then 
we ask, Where were the disciples? Two 
of them had gone to Emmaus, Thomas 
was not in the company, and only Peter 
and John are mentioned as being wi:ere 
they could be located. Only a few wom- 
en had the courage to visit the tomb and 
they were almost afraid and went while 
it was yet dark. If they had already taken 
His body they would have had to over- 
power the guards and rifle the tomb. 
When we take into consideration all the 
proof in this case, we feel that no sane- 
minded man or woman would arrive at 
such a conclusion. The angel stated to 
the women that, “He is not here, but is 
risen.” When those two disciples reached 
the tomb and saw the napkin in a place 
to itself and the cloths that His body 
was wrapped in lying as they were when 
they put them on Him, they were thor- 
oughly convinced that no human hand 
had touched the Lord’s body, but God’s 
great power had come on the scene and 
removed His body in that miraculous way 
that nothing else except God’s power 
could do. 

So then we have the empty tomb, +nd 
all the evidence proves the divine, mi- 
raculous power of God to raise Christ 


from the dead; then the testimony of 
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the disciples and the friends of Jesus as 
they have related to us this true story. 
The disciples could not have been fooled 
because they were not expecting Jesus to 
rise from the dead. It seems that they 
had forgotten the many things He had 
said to them about His death and resur- 
rection, and when the report was made 
to them that Jesus had arisen, all these 
sayings came quickly to their minds. I 
am sure that God in His divine provi- 
dence scattered these witnesses here and 
there, even the two on their way to 
Emmaus, and many other things are un- 
mistakable proof that Jesus did come 
forth from the tomb. 

In His meeting them at the divinely 
appointed place, after His resurrection, it 
seems that Thomas was not present and 
he just could not believe that Jesus had 
arisen from the dead. I am sure that the 
disciples related to him all the things that 
had happened for John gives us a true 
account of this meeting. About a week 
later Thomas was with them and he had 
already made the statement that he 
would not believe except he could thrust 
his hand in His side and feel the nail 
prints in His hands. I feel that I can hear 
Jesus say, “Come here, Thomas, and be 
convinced. I know that you love me 
and I know that your doubting comes 
from an honest heart and you just want 
to know the truth.” Thomas was so 
broken up and overjoyed with the sight 
of his Master, we imagine he said, Lord, 
forgive me. I now believe. There are so 
many wonderful things that happened 
through divine revelation until we feel 
that this has been the most convincing 
thing to many Christians—that Jesus ap- 
peared there in person and Thomas be- 
ing ashamed of his unbelief now makes 
the statement that he, too, believes that 
Jesus came forth and exclaimed, “My 
Lord and my God!” 

Saul of Tarsus, a few years after this 
great event, a young man, well versed 
in Jewish laws and ceremonies, a bitter 
enemy of the Christians, on his way to 
bring them bound to Jerusalem, met this 
same Jesus in the way. As the light 
shined round about him and Jesus spoke 
to him, he at once admitted that it was 
Jesus. He arose from the ground to be 
a great witness of the resurrection of Je- 
sus. This certainly is unmistakable evi- 
dence that Christ did rise from the dead. 

It has been stated by those who op- 
pose our heartfelt religion and _ speak 
against the virgin birth and the cruci- 
fixion and resurrection, that if Jesus did 
rise from the dead, why didn’t He go to 
the Sanhedrin court that first condemned 
Him and appear to Pilate the Roman 
governor and show Himself to the sol- 
diers, the guards, and especially to His 
enemies? Jesus did not appear to His ene- 
ties after He rose from the dead for the 
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same reason that He did not come down 
from the cross when they demanded 
Him to do so. If He had saved Himself or 
sought to gratify the wicked desires of 
the people, He could not have fulfilled 
His mission. Again, they would not have 
believed in Him even if He had appeared 
unto them. They witnessed the wonder- 
ful signs—the earthquake, the renting of 
the veil in the temple, the darkness, and 
the opening of the tombs—yet, this un- 
godly, unthankful, unholy crowd stood 
off and wanted some great honor shown 
them to prove the resurrection of Jesus. 
I guess if He had appeared to them after 
His resurrection, they would have tried 
to crucify Him again. But we are glad 
to state that Jesus came forth from the 
tomb victorious over death, hell, and the 
grave, and has made it possible for us 
to be overcomers in the Lord. He hasn’t 
delivered us from temptation and _ trial 
but has made it possible for us to have 
love, joy, victory, and power through 
Him, and some day, if we be true, we 
will have the privilege of seeing our cru- 
cified Christ and will also enjoy the 
bliss that He has prepared for us through 
His death and resurrection. 

The precious disciples, sad-hearted and 
cast down, were changed from their em- 
barrassing positions and came forth cou- 
rageous and boastful of the Christ and 
His resurrection. They forsook Him and 
fled at the time of His trial. It seems that 
no one appeared at the cross, that we 
have any record of, except John and a 
few women who loved Him, but thou- 
sands mocked and scoffed the Redeemer 
of the world on that awful day. The 
scene changed from defeat and discour- 
agement to victory and power and for 
forty days Jesus walked on earth and 
raised the dead from their tombs (Matt. 
27:51-53), and yet the crowd who live 
in rioting -and drunkenness ridicule 
Christianity and say that it is all excite- 
ment but thousands have knelt at the 
altar and received the blessings from God 
that He sent back. So many professed 
Christians will not receive the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost with its evidence 
when Jesus said to that company that 
followed Him out as far as Bethany 
after He had lifted up His hands and 
blessed them, “Tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye be endued with pow- 
er,” and while they tarried ten days in 
the upper room, according to Acts 2: 
1-19, the power came upon them and 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost 
and began to speak with other tongues 
as the Spirit gave utterance, yet thou- 
sands will not receive this truth. It is 
the privilege of every Christian to be 
filled with the blessed Holy Ghost and 
those who do not receive this blessing 
with its evidence, are living beneath 
their privilege.
